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REMARKS 

Claims 1-43 stand rejected. Applicant has amended Claims 1, 7, 9, 10, 15, 17, 25, 29, 30, 
32, 33, 34, 35, 38, 40, and 41. Thus, Claims 1-43 are pending in the apphcation and are 
presented for reconsideration and further examination in view of the amendments and the 
following remarks. 

Claim Rejections under 35 US.C. S 112, second paraeraph 

The claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distmctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicant has amended the claim set to more clearly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In view of the proposed claim 
amendments. Applicant submits that these rejections are overcome. 

Formal Dramn2s 

Applicant is submitting formal drawings to take the place of the informal drawings 
currently before the Examiner. No new matter has been added. 

Notice of References Cited 

Applicant notes that the copy of the IDS dated July 23, 2004 by the USPTO was not 
initialed next to reference EP 0 748 095. Applicant further notes that the copy of the IDS dated 
May 8, 2002 by the USPTO was not initialed or lined through next to the references located 
between U.S. Patent Nos. 5,541,911 and 5,996,011. Applicant assumes that the initials were 
inadvertently left off the cited references and will be added before patent issuance.
